In 
ndditiun to what he sold to this re- 
lallpr. disposed of tlie uneillble po;- 
tions of the carcass for Sin. .Mi. or 
SB cents more than lie paid for the 
steer. He had paid for the ateer, 
therefore, baforo be aold a poand of 
meat, and tbe grand total recefvad 
for the auirual. quotinR the retailer's 
prices for so much of it as passed 
through the retailer's hands, was

ranchman received. 

Somewhere between the producer 
and the ultimate purchase practi- 
cally $100 disappeared. That would 
aeem to niw <()lor to the stories of 
the exorbitant lirolits of the iniddle- 
men. It is what ^onic of us have 
surmised all along — that most of 
our money Is side-tracked on Its 
way to the producer. Tbat'a all 
right, of course, if tbe men who get 
It render adequate and necessary 
service. That point may be passed 
over now, however, the idea being 
tirst to see wheri' llie money goes. 
The packers are not ^iven to unnec- 
essary handling, but there may b<> 
some^along the road aoiaowbere. 

Thia particular ateer waa follow- 
ed from the field almost to the ta- 
ble by a writer for the Country fJen- 
tleinen. and the linures assume es- 
pe{-ial iniportaiiic liccaiisc .\iinour 
A; Co. put the stam|i of their approv- 
al on them and declare them to be 
correct. They come, therefore, aa 
offloial — aa tbe Armour explanation 
of where tbe money goes to the 
matter of beef. 

Tbey not only follow the steer 
from the held to the consjn er, but 
they also follow the consumer's 
money from his pocket back to the 
farmer, showing Just what Is ab- 
stracted along the line and for what 
reaaon. 

The consumer, speaking collec- 
tively, for many consumers were in- 
volved in this transaction, paid tli.'

The retailer paid $T2.!l3 
for tbe same meat, buying direct 
from the packer and thus cutting 
off aay'latmrmadlary proflta. There

Of- 
(icial (H'y<rnment estimates of tho 
toba<(() (Tops of the country covei- 
liiK a period of li:! years Indicate 
that the 1 !>!.') yield will not have 
been exceeded in that period more 
than three tlmea. When It la con- 
al^ared that the If IS plaattas waa 
the largaat ever recorded and that 
the yield of laat year failed to f*- 
tablish a new record simply because 
the crop welched out lighter ilian 
prece<llnK crops, the outlook for the 
i'M'.l crop becomes more encourag- 
ing. 

The eatimated area planted to to- 
bacco ia tha Ualtad Stataa thia year, 
aeeording to -the lateat bulletins Is- 
aued by the Department of Agricul- 
ture. Is l.m.S.'.o acres, This is 
but Xl.i;,".(| acres short of I!' 1 2, 
which It will be reiiiemliered was a 
record year, and a falling off of less 
than 7 per cent. Aalde from 1912, 
the 1913 planting haa been exceed- 
ed but twice previonaly. In lt09 and 
1910. It ia eatimated, however, 
that the yield por acre this year will 
Iirobably reach 809 pounds, as con- 
trasted with 785.5 pounds in i:ii2. 
This will make poaaible a produc- 
tion thia year of »S6.0ao.ooo 
pounda, which la 34.8SS,000 pounda 
abort of the production, a fall- 
ing off of leaa than 4 per cent.
